We know no more, about it now, even witli Dr.

The supposition tluit tlit! disease is not pro- 


duced liy blood poisoning appears to hare been 
based upon two points—(i) that Dr. Hammond 
when making his post-mortem examination 
found no distinct evidence of such poisoning; 
(:!) That, ho did find traces of extravasation in 
parts of Ihc brain and spinal cord. 


As regards the first of these, it is not yet de- 


cided that any particular morbid appearance is 
to be considered as characteristic of blood pois- 
oning. We believe that there are no tests yet 
known, by which tho vitiation of the blood by 
virus can be proved. And if not this negative 
evidence is good for nothing. 


As to the othii1 point, there is nothing what- 


ever inconsistent with the theory of blood pois- 
oning. If Dr. Hammond wishes to overthrow 
that theory ho will have to give better proof 
Hum the fact that he found some mottling from 
congestion or exudation of blood in the sub- 
static*; of the brain and spinal cord.

The name and position of the gentleman wlio

for he had neecr men a cnae of liyilrophobitt. 
It is only extensive observation of a disease in 
dl its phases, that can justify a medical man, 
jowovcr eminent he may be, iu giving an opin- 
ion concerning it, which conflicts with the judg- 
ment i if the whole profession. 


There is something else that «e venture to 


say Sir Isaac never saw, and that is, a donth 
caused by an imaginary disease, in which a 
regular scliedulc of symptoms was followed out. 
Persons have dictl suddenly from shock, or, 
moro slowly, under the influence of great sor- 
row or the dread of coming evil, but such coses 
are very rare, and when they do occur they 
present the distinctive, features pf their own 
class. There is no simulating of other dis- 
eases. A man may ho " scared out of his very 
existence," but if so ho will die as a man dies 
from fear, and not as from hydrophobia. Hyp- 
ochondriacs do not die of the diseases with 
which they believe themselves allectcrl. If a 
mini's Imagination so far overcomes his reason 
that lie fancies himself seized with a malady of 
which he has not a single characteristic sign, 
he will for a time appear to be under its influ- 
ence, hut if his real disease continues and in- 
creases then he ceases to follow the train ol 
symptoms on which his mind has been fixed, 
and if lie dies it will be as a victim of melan- 
cholia, or rather mental disorder, and not from 
the canecr. or heart disease which at til st was 
tlie one all-engrossing subject of his thoughts. 
Wo believe tliis to be undeniably true, and it 
so it completely overthrows llic notion Hint,' 
so many cases iii which thcro was every indica- 
tion of severe bodily disturbance and in which 
the symptoms pursued a uniform course load- 
ing to"a fatal determination, there was nothing 
more than an imaginary disorder. 


Lockjaw is a disease in almost every respect 


as dreadful as that we are considering. It

mond has made his tenth or twentieth post- 
mortem examination of liydrophobic patients 
and (muni thisaconstantap])eiirancc,aiul when 
lie has examined as many victims of tetanus, 
and found it, absent in them, ho may then ven-

phobia." lint lo say so now, with only one 
doubtful instance to support tho theory, shows 
a desire rather to make a sensation among tho 
public than lo establish a tact in medical 
science. 


As if to ward off criticism on this attempt to 


determine the distinctive character of disease 
from investigation of a single er.su, it is said that. 
uTho rare occurrence of an undoubted case of 
the disease seemed to make those opportunities 
(of investigation) very few." 
fortunately they 


are few, hilt not so few but that there have boon 
ind arc ample facilities for studying the disease. 
During the census year of 1870, there, were in 
the United States 01! cases, and that we think 
may be taken as a fair average. The kingdom 
of Prussia had nearly 1700 deaths from this 
causo in ten years! These surely would be 
enough to afford opportunity for full and care- 
ful investigation, and so render it unnecessary 
to attach so much importance to an isolated 
case. In our next article we shall present the 
more pleasing aspects of the subject. 


THE COMET. 


S[r. Henry M. Parklmrst, the astronomer, 


whose predictions in reference to the comet we 
published in last week's issue, has written 
another letter on the same subject to the New 
York Tribune, in which we find the following: 


"I have satisfied myself that the delay of the 


comet's tail from curvature will be about four 
days, during which time the eai-th will have 
moved so far that no probable errors of compu- 
tation or of estimation would bring us within 
it. On July 3rd I estimated the length of tho 
tail of the comet to bo "iJ degrees, but tho end 
of it was so faint that many persons saw it not 
much more than half tliat distance. 
On July 


5th I estimated the length to be 12 degrees, and 
a company of persons with me varied in tlieir 
estimates from 12 to 14 dcgntoa by comp.uison 
with stars known to me, and one, 'by the aid 
of a little imagination,' could sec it for a length 
of 1(1 degrees. 
Taking my own estimates, the 


tail had increased in length GO per cent, within 
these two days, although part of this may be 
due to unnoticed ha/.c in tlic atmosphere on 
the M. 
The brightness of the comet on the Sd and 


ulh indicates that it will have an equality on 
July J4th with the star Allah', the brightest stai 
wilii three exceptions visible in tho evening 
with it. As Donall's comet equalled Arcturuo 
in brightness, I am by no means confident thai 
the present will be equally bright. 


The motion of the earth is 3,580,000 miles 


per day ; that of tlie comet about "(,000,000 
miles per day, and will continue about tho same 
so long as it remains visible. Tlie motion of 
that part of the tail nearest us is nearly Ci,000,

To this arctic [wriod of sterility a 


more genial time sticceeili'd; piants, sudi a* 
pine trees, grew in tiie soitlli oi' England, and 
animals, sueli as the woolly rhinuci'ros and the 
groat bear, aiiiiearcil. 
(inulnally, however, the 


climate grew warnior, the distinction between 
summer and winter became less marked, and in 
consequence the northern mammalia withdrew 
to more arctic homes. At last a kind of iteqtet- 
itn.1 summer roignril, while the fauna of the 
country were marked by the introduction of 
tlio hippopotamus, the elephant, the lion, the 
tii;cr ami the hyena. 


'Again a scries ol changes occurs, and in the 


reverse order to that just, given, until an arctic 
climate lias brought all life to an end. We can- 
not say how often such cold and warm periods 
were repeated, nor can we be sure in which of 
such warm periods the-men that fashioned rude 
ftuplc-mcnts of stono first made their appearance. 
It is likely that man arrived here as early as Ihc 
mammoth a:ul Ihc .rhinoceros, and his first 
coming may even have precede'.! the glacial epoch 
itAClf. Itut it is certain that lie entered Britain 
during the last inter-glacial period, when there 
were glaciers in our mountains and arctic mam- 
malia in our valleys. He witncss'.-d the north- 
ward migration of these animals and the advent 
of the southern mammalia. Then came a period 
ol stibmeigence, when the British Islands were 
well nigh drowned in the sea. 
After that the 


last cold period began, and in what remained of 
England it is not likely that pahuolithic man still 
lingered. But the British Islands again rose 
from the waves; the treeless land was soon in- 
vaded by the reindeer, the arctic fox, and the 
temming, aral then neolithic man entered UIKMI 
the scene. So a vast If.psc of timtt separates the 
man wliose implements were rudely chipped 
from stone, from those whose implements were 
inboriously fashioned and polished. 
Gradually 


the climate still further improved, plants became 
more numerous and luxuriant, the animals of 
the arctic regions were replaced by the ox and 
the slwep, while man himself slowly progressed 
until he discarded stone I'or bronze, anil ulti- 
mately discovered the mode of working iron. 
Thus we reach the dawn of that humanjiistory, 
the records of which are more varied, and at, the 
ume time more easy lo decipher than the ob- 
tcure relics of the nonhistoric ages.
